Written fr§m Venice bj Sign$r }uomo Gxm^uto an Acquaint 
tame ef his in London j concerning ^ome Anatomical ohferva- 
t ions') and two odd Births : MngiifJid % the PMifher 5 as foU 
Ims. 

Aving been honoured here with the place of Publick 
Anatomift of Venice^ though I have given as yet but a 
very flender accompt of my performances, in comparifon of 
the illuftrious example of Mundinm ^ Vepngius ^ Molineta y 
(^c. yet I ftiall acquaint you with forae particulars that have 
occurred to me. In my Anatomical DifTeiJlions of the firft 
YearJ met with nothing curious , but the Firfrngian Chm^ 
nelj manifeftjy inferting it felf in the Spleen , and admit- 
ting a Silver- ftiletto 5 which I had never obferv'd in any .Corps: 
And then 5 a Liver divided into five Lobes 5 together with a 
Spleen of the figure of aSaWjOf extraordinary bignefs. Laft 
year, one drowned of about 3 T years of age^had the la^eous 
vcflfels fo apparent and fo big.that having fhewn them ho^ they 
lay in the body, IfliewM them yet the day after in the Mefentery 
taken out and difplay ^d upon a Table. 

Befides > I lighted upon two odd Births ^ one was of Twin-- 
Females, very handfom, but fo faftn'd together by the breaft^ 
that, there was not difceWd but one only Trunk of the bo- 
dy 5 which having their Chin united together, feemd to kifs 
one another. I could not diffed them as I would, becaufe 
they were delivered to me to embalm, and the indigent Fa- 
ther of them 5 who look'd for gain , would not let me have 
them'but for a great Sum of money. Wherefore , not to 
fpoil them for the purpofe defign'd, having only open d them 
upwards from the Navel , which was common to them both, 
I took out the Inteftins, the Stomack, the Heart, the Lungs. 
There \vas but one Heart > though greater and rounder than 
ordinary 5 fo that Nature feem'd to have un'ted the matter 
of two into one. They had two Lungs ^ and one Stomack, 
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the Pflorm of which did ftran rely branch k feljf Into two 
ranks in the Bowe s. There was but one Liver, but big 5 
for the reft , there were two Spleens 5 four Kidneys, two 
Wombs 5 fall of a white m trer, like z concxtttd jemen : 
two Vulvas^ with their diftind Hjmcns. In fliort^ they 
were fo well made in all the other Members , that the Pain- 
ter, who was eraploy'd to draw them, affirm'd^ That if 
they were done in Ivory , he would have paid any money for 
them. 

The other Monfter was a Boy^ terrible to behdld, born 
wi h Iiis Breaft open, the Bowels out of theBelly^theLeggs 
diftorted, the Bladder in the place of the Fundament 5 in 
the Genitals 5 befides that the Teftkuli were clofe to the 
Kidneys J there was nothing but a membranous expanfion, 
wherein the Spermatick veflfels were loft. Signor^^^;?^?, who 
honoured me with his vifit;^faw the adminiftration of it. which 
1 had before made In the prefence of many Noblemen and 
Phyfitians at my houfe,
